TIIE BLACK HILLS.

THOUSANDS SEARCHING FOR GOLD.
AN INDIAN RESERVATION INVADED — NON-INTER-
FERENCE BY [HE GOVERSMENT—THE ROAD TO
THE HILIS—NOT MUCH GOLD YET BENT TO THE
BETTLEMENTS,
|FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT OF THIR TRIDUNE.]

Cugyesse, W. T, April 22.—One of the
most gurions examuples of the wanner in which the Gov-
erfiment ohserves of neglecta its treaty obligations with
the Indians I8 apparent in the history of the rapld settie
ment of the Black Hilla, The larger portion of the Hills
Ves in the Territory of Dakota, and is ou the only well-
detined Iudian reservation mentioned In the Treaty of
1867, The smaller but pernaps eqnally rich area,
lies In Wyoming Territory, and this, with ol the
country north of the North Platte River to the Yellow-
sione River, and west to the sumimnit of the Blg Hurn
Mountaing, fu this territory, was aet aside by the terms
of the abovementioned treaty for the use of the
Indians, under the titte of * unceded landa™ White
peaple  were stiletly prohibited  from encroaching
upon this region, snd 1t is scarcely o year ugo
that, In pursuanes of ordera from Gen. Sheridan, the
military forces of this department were actively enpaged
i capturing trains bound for the Black Hills and tuim-
ing them baek, even golng so ®ar us to carry out the let-
ter of the opder, and burn and destroy property in some
instances. Ewmphatle warnings were sent out from
Washlngton to the offect that this country was goaran-
teod to the Indinns by treaty obligntions, and winst be
leld for themn until such time as e conld be obtained by
purehase, or by the moditleation of existing law, The
onders of the departments and of the military command-
ers have not been revolied, but stamd to-day in as mach
foree #s ever. But no one hewrs of interference with
thet  thousands who are pouring into the new
gold flelds; the military anthorities have censed to
trouble themn ; even the Interfor Department is silent.
Yet the Government has not purehuced the Black Hills
nor any other portion of the unceded lands from the
{ndiung, nor has the treaty been moditied in the slightest
degree. Thonsands of people are wending their way to
Joln the thousands already in the new Eldorado, Towns
are boing built, dally stage lines from Cheyonne to
Custer Clty ave cartying Lundreds of persons nort hward ;
musll routes are estabilished by wel of Congreas ft=elf, and
the people of the United Brates are snatehing away
from the Indlans the richest portion of their unceded
lands, and even part of thelr reservation, without so
mueh us n * Thank yon "—all this, too, in spite of treaty
abligutions which have the foree of law,

O thie other hand, It may be stated that an effort was
made to purchuse the Black Hills, which was unsuccrss
ful, aod bills bave been mtroduced in Congress to extin-
gilsh the Indian title thereto. Moreover, there is the
all story of non-ohscrvance of the requirements of the
treaty on the part of the Indians; of ralds and muriders
wlong the frontier, and of numberlesa depreddations com-

witted by them. These are given as reasons why the

MAJOR COMBTALK'S REPORT—HOW THE HRIVER I8
MADE TO SCOUR OUT ITS OWN CHANNEL,
[FROM THE REGULAR CORRESPOXDENT OF THE TRIBUNE.]

Wasnmsaron, April 26.—The second report
of Mujor C. B, Cowmstalk, Corps of Engineers, showing the
progress made by Mr. James I Eads in the improvement
of the South Pass of the Mississippl River, deseribing the
work on the 7th of Febroary, 1876, has been transmitted
to Congress, The plan of hmprovement Is to contine the
current of the river into n contracted channel by means
of two parallel jetties, and thus foree the water to sooilr
out & doeper ehannel aeross the bar,  Major Comstalk e
seribos the eondition of the jettios on the Tth of Febraary,
1576, o8 follows:
